Just in case you ever get in a conversation with someone who says that 
QRP rigs are too expensive, turn ‘em on to this fact: 


The replacement output Qs from the TR7 final amp block are a matched set. 
You can get ‘em from RF Parts. If you wanna spring about $150 for ‘em. 


The output Qs on the K2 are about $6 a piece from RF Parts. 


The difference is a factor of about 10 on the power marklar. If you want 
to keep your TR7 running, borp the ALC control (accessable from a hole in 
the bottom of the case, on the right hand side toward the front with the 
front panel facing you) back to about 100 W total on 160m .. . or about 
90 W on 10m. (There are supposed to be compensating resistors that cut 
the power back on 15 & 10, but we all know how we like to modify stuff, 
don't we.) 


Now, this is not turning into another order to Dan's SP&K. He ain't got 
the transistors in his inventory, and at the prices they go for, I doubt 
he can afford it. Even replacing the drive transistors on the TR7 is 
gonna cost me about $25.

It would have 
been easy for 9G5AA to give up on a weak signal from zone #4, and I am 
certainly very grateful to him. This bad behavior was unusual. In general 
I was pleasantly surprised by the sportman-like conduct of hams around the 
world in this contest. And, what skill!! They really make me feel like an 
amateur. I have a hard time telling 5's from H's at 40 wpm.

I also noticed the good operators at 9G5AA. Not sure who they were 
(I'm sure it's out there somewhere on the web in the DX news) but they 
certainly were experienced DX/contest ops. 


The little things like that you notice really tell you who the pros are. You 
may be impressed by it and think it was really nice of him to try so hard 

to get a "weak signal from zone #4" but what he was really doing was 
controlling the pileup. 


He was just letting everyone know that when he says XXX? that you'd 
better not answer if your call is "YYY" He let tham know that HE was 
running the pileup. not them and if they wanted to work him quickly, 
they'd better wait their turn, not jump in whenever they feel like. 


Whatever the reason, though, you have to admire that kind of skill! 


I noticed several other pileups where the ops simply let the last call that 
came through, or someone who jumped in over the top of another caller, 

be the one they answered. These quickly degenerated into long pileups 

with everyone calling repeatedly and the rate going right down the drain. 

A couple were so bad that I gave up and left them. 


One thing about a lot of the stations in these 48-hour contests, at least 
if they are somewhere that you will have good propagation to, is that 

you usually can find them later in the weekend begging for callers. So 
there is no reason to fight a pileup. I noticed the pileup one QRP-L writer 
mentioned with C6AJX and passed that one by after a few calls. Not 20 

kHz up the band was another C6 station begging for callers. He just 

wasn't as strong. Worked him right away. 


This is the kind of thing that really sucks you into contesting after you 
try it a bit. It really isn't all brute force and power that counts. A smart 
operator (at each end, of course) always has the edge.

Gang, 

All these active areas of the sun that have produced two X-class flares 
and a slew of M-class flares over the past two weeks are now sitting on 
the west limb of the sun, about to rotate out of view. They'll be out 
of our hair for awhile (when they may re-emerge on the east limb in 
about two weeks time). 


The X-class flare and CME's over the past 2 days were too far to the 
sun's west to be "geoeffective," and thus no impact with the earth is 
expected. In short, this means the K-index and A-index should be nice 
and quiet for awhile, making 40M (and thus the FOX hunts) a bit better 
than the last two weeks. (A-index <8 expected over the next week, which 
is "quiet" to "unsettled" conditions, or pretty much normal, even for a 
quiet sun). 


The Solar Flux is still in the 160's, and due to start climbing upwards 

of 200 this week. This is sufficient solar flux to have good QRP DX QSO's 
on 15 and 10M. As CQWW taught us, there's PLENTY of good propagation on 
these bands, so when you don't hear any activity, don't blame the sun 
blame the lack of activity. 


For those not familiar with these upper bands ... 

10M depends exclusively for solar radiation to ionize the E and F layers 
to raise the maximum usable frequency (MUF) above 28MHz for good skip 
propagation. Generally, an MUF around 10M occurs with a solar flux 
around 150. But this occurs during DAYLIGHT HOURS ONLY. 10M will 
"open" shortly after sunrise, and will die right at sundown. It is 
a daylight band only. This is true no matter where you are on earth, 
so your 10M signals will be heard wherever it is daylight. Thus, in 
early morning, your signals will travel eastward ... a good time to 


work Europe/Africa. Late afternoon up to sundown, your signals will 
travel westward where it is still sunny, and thus a good time to 
work the Pacific/Japan/China,Australia, etc. 


During the day, and a solar flux above 150 ... 10M xwillx be open. 
If you don't hear signals, then CALL CQ!!! Someone, somewhere is 
listening to a "dead band" too! 


15M functions very similar to 10M. When the sun goes down in your area, 
the ionosphere above your head is no longer being ionized ... the 
free electrons are recombining with their host atoms, and the MUF 
starts to come down and the ionosphere less reflective. However, 
15M (21MHz) is quite a ways belows 10M (28MHz), and the MUF does not 
reach 21MHz until sometime AFTER sundown ... often several hours 
after sundown. Thus, 15M is also a daytime band, but good DX skip 
can persist for an hour or two or ??? after sundown. Also, the F- 
layer disappears right after sundown, so on 15M, your signals may 
shift from bouncing off the F-layer to bouncing off the lower E-layer, 
completely changing where your signals will return to the earth after 
sundown compared to before sundown. The higher the solar flux, the 
longer it takes for the MUF to drop and shutdown 15M, and the longer 
the E-layer will stay highly reflective. 


Another factor for QRPers is understanding the role of the D-layer. This 
is the lowest layer ionized by sunlight. During the day, the D-layer 
absorbs some of your signals ... twice in fact, once when it leaves your 
antenna towards the E or F layer, and again when it returns to earth. 
D-layer absorption increases as you go lower in frequency, which is why 
skip on 40M during the day is almost non-existent. As the sun sets, the 
absorption caused by the D-layer becomes less, which is why 40M skip at 
night occurs. 


Now, back to 10/15M. At sundown, 10M dies, but 15M remains open for some 
time afterwards. At this same time, the absorption caused by the D-layer 
is now less. A REAL ADVANTAGE FOR QRPers ... work 15M right at sundown 
and afterwards (while it remains open) and you still have a nice 
reflective ionosphere above your head (the E-layer) for long skips, AND 
your pip-squeek QRP signals receives far less attenuation through the 
D-layer. This means more power reaches the other end of the circuit. 
Also, with less absorption and good reflection, sufficient power, even at 
5W, exists for multi-hop skip. This is where your signal bounces off the 
E-layer and may strike an ocean (for example), which bounces the signal 
back up again, is reflected off the E-layer again, and lands in South 
Yemen or who knows where, not normally possible by a single skip scenario. 
So ... operating 15M right after sundown offers some interesting 
advantages for QRPers. 


I can tell you from personal experience over several solar cycles, I 


believe the upper bands (15-10M) are being UNDER UTILIZED right now. I 
don't hear the activity there should be at this point in the active solar 
cycle. So again, don't blame the sun ... blame the lack of hams on the 
air. If you don't hear signals on 15M right at sundown or a bit after, 


then by all means, call CQ for awhile. Your signals ARE falling 


somewhere. It's a great way to work some good DX. 


Moral of the story: Don't let the "dead" bands scare you away.

I had a lot of fun this weekend with the QQWWDX Contest and just have to 
comment: 


Monte Stark wrote: 
> I came away with even more respect for these top ops. They 
> are truly good. 


Yeah, me, too, my five watts might as well have been 500 watts! there 
were times when there was a tremendous pile up and after only one or two 
calls, I'd land him. Of course, I was xvery carefulx to tune right on 
top of him, and to move just slightly if he didn't hear my first calls. 
So many of the Kilowatt guys just send a call if they are within 400 Hz. 


> Most of the time I was at 38 wpm and often over 40 wpm. 


I ran at 28 WPM most of the time, slowing down for the ops on the top of 
the band. I must admit, I used my two speed tape recorder a few times 
to figure the calls of the 50 WPM plus guys. :-) This was much faster 
than waiting for them to repeat their call, and picking it up one letter 
at a time. Sometimes the call would be finished before I could even 
realize he was sending his call. 


Had the same problem someone else mentioned with H's and 5's. Also, 4's 
and V's, but checking the DX zone list helped straighten that out. 


Also I had one of those big color world maps distributed by Yaesu with 
the Zones marked on it. It was fun to check locations. 


This was the first time I used my tri-bander (on a thirty foot TV 
mast), so that was another interesting experience. The patterns worked 
were often different from my expectations. 


Sunday morning I worked stations as fast as I could hunt and pounce, all 
over Europe and the east coast of Africa. I'd run outside, move the 
beam (Armstrong rotator) then run back inside and work another bunch, 
checking their locations. After about three hours, I looked at the back 
of my rig and discovered that the beam wasn't connected, I was using my 
horizontal loop! :-) For those of you that want a good all-band 
antenna, it's hard to beat. 


The neat thing (for me) about the struggle to copy fast operators is 
that a year or so ago, I was struggling with xmostx of the operators in 


a contest like this. This time, it was just the guys over about 35 or 
40 WPM. DX contests are great for sharpening copy skills because a call 
can be almost anything, almost like random letters. 


> Only worked one QRP DX station that I know of. That was an 
> LU. Don't have the log here to check the full call. 


I worked him, too. LU7E/QRP, I think it was. He had a big pile up 
working him, so I cheated and signed /QRP, too. He said, "QRP" and I 
worked him next! Hee Hee. Definitely will send him a QSL. I checked 
my S-Meter and he was an honest S-9 here in NC. 


I worked the contest part time, and probably put in more than the 
minimum 12 hours. (it's sort of addictive) Wasted a xxlot«* of time 
trying to work some of the big guns early in the contest when there were 
big pile ups of Kilowatters. I just felt challenged and would spend 30 
minutes (or more) on one guy more than once. Later in the contest, when 
I had over 100 contacts, I decided to go for two hundred, and then I'd 
move on if I didn't get a reply after about 3 calls. 


Worked over 180 stations, all in foreign countries, several of them 
rather rare DX.

I 


'm helping a fellow ham set up an antenna. He rents the bottom 


corner room of a two story house, window facing the yard. There's 

a nice ground right outside the window against the house, a copper 
water pipe with spigot on top a foot or so below the window. There also 
a copper ground rod driven into the earth an inch or two away from the 
pipe and the rod is clamed together to the water pipe. I figured 

an end fed design would work well here and would please the landlord 

as there would be minimal impact on the house. I have a 100' length 
of 18 ga silky stranded from Wireman and figured on a sorta inverted L, 
run the wire straight up from the window to the eaves of the house ~25' 
then the rest goes across into the mango tree ~45' away. My friend 
expressed dismay regarding radiating from the wire terminal on the 
rear of the tuner located in the room right by the window, so I suggested 
using an Unun of some kind, perhaps running good coax from the tuner 
out the window ~2-3' in length then the center conductor to the unun 
and the sheild strapped via a ~1 ft copper strap to the ground rod. 
Does anyone have any suggestions regarding this setup and what sort 

of unun should we use? What size, and type of core to use and how 
many windings etc? The antenna is intended for multiband use 80-10M 
and I want the unun to step down the impedance to a reasonable value 
the T-network in the MFJ tuner can handle. My friend wont be running 
more than 100W thru the load.

A common problem with electric heaters. The thermisat contacts arc. 
If you can get to the contacts, (which may not be possible) adding a 
snubber circuit of a 0.1 ufd/ 250 volt cap with a series 10 ohm 1 
watt resistor across the contacts might help reduce the arcing. 
Chances are good these parts will be to big to fit in the heater. 


It would be possible to build an electronic control to turn the 
heater on and off, but it would be something of a project.

I converted 
my house to ‘off peak'. I have a meter that doesn't just measure 


KWh, it measures it at 5 different times of the day (although my 
power company currently only divides the day into peak and 
off-peak). 


Anyway, the system charges up my heaters overnight at a real 
cheap power rate. So far so good. 


But the heaters have 220v fans in them, controlled my what look 
like standard electric baseboard heat thermostats on the wall. 
These cycle on and off like a normal thermostat. 


Now, Since these kinds of thermostats normally switch baseboard 
heating, and thousands of watts, you'd think an itty bitty 220v fan 
would present no problem.

1 QSO every two minutes was underwhelming, of course. On the whole, I think 
the idea of keeping all my QSOs at least 1 kHz away from my frequency and 
only on one side made it more managable for everyone. I learned as a fox 
that I naturally went to where there were fewer stations calling. That 
meant that the few stations who called me more than 2 kHz above me had the 
best chance of working me early. That experience will help be a better 
hound and generally to find open spaces in pile-ups. Most east coast 
stations were very weak, but workable. It's always a pleasure to join an 
operating event with so many excellent operators.

As a long-time (almost as long as ham radio) aquarist, I can tell you there 
ARE non-noisy (well extremely low noise anyway) aquarium heaters. The 
cheaper the heater, the more likely it will: 1) be noisy; 2) boil your fish. 
Look in the catalogs-on-line catalogs included. 


Most aquarium heater noise occurs when the thermostat setting is 
just-right-on the 'right' temperature. The contacts then sit there and 
bounce as they try to make. Quality, solid-state triac-controlled heaters 
could have their own set of problems, but I have never heard of it-barring 
the occasional defective device. Many of the mech units use a snap-action 
thermal switch that works fine. One pulse of noise on occasion I can live 
with. 


Personally, I use a brand called a "Thermal Compact PRESET", sold by several 
of the mail order dealers-mostly due to reliability vs price. It's mech, but 
works very well, and is settable from a sealed pot shaft on the top. Never 
had a problem with one-if you don't count a VERY horsey LARGE adult chiclid 
that committed hari-kiri by hitting the heater glass hard enough to break it 
(against the sidewall) and thereby managed to electrocute himself-and 
whatever he was chasing (plus whatever else was in the tank-wasn't a lot.)

Streamer to the clouds perhaps? 
> Why isn't this the same as the bird on a wire? 


This is explained in high-school physics, and has to do with the unit 
resistance of the cable on which the bird is sitting. 


Since we know that a wire has X ohms/meter of resistance for a given 
diameter of cable, and the bird's legs are space Y meters apart (where Y, 
hopefully, is a fraction!!), it is easy to compute the resistance of the 
wire between the bird's legs. Knowledge of that resistance, and the 
voltage of the cable with respect to ground, it's easy to see that the 
potential difference between the bird's legs is at most 1 or 2V. Certainly 
not enough to electrocute the average bird. Combine this with the 
(hopefully good) insulation on the wire, and that pretty much guarantees 
we won't be putting the poultry companies out of business anytime too 
soon.

Recently, I posted a query about the Power Station battery power source. I 
received several responses, including some requests that I put the results on 
the List here because others were also interested in those same units. 


Here's a "sorta" digest of the responses I received. 


1.) O£ the four responses from folks who actually owned and used the Power 
Station, three were well-satisfied and cited the inclusion of an actual 
meter, a charger cut-off when the unit is fully charged so there is no 
over-charging, and the fact that, while it isn't the best unit for 
back-packing, it certainly is "luggable." They also said the units work for 
three to five years. These responses seemed to be on the enthusiastic side. 


2.) One of the four owners, mentioned above, was not well-pleased, stating a 
dissatisfation with the overall quality of the unit, and saying that although 
it included a wall-charger, he would have preferred a built-in charger. 


3.) One person (not one of the above four) said that while he was not an 
owner, he was acquainted with the owner of The Ham Contact who sells these, 
and that person was a good and reputable man. In this day and age, that's 
something positive. 


4.) Norm (K9INK) STRONGLY recommends the Great Land Power Source (SKU # 
091020086) from Target Stores. He said they sell for around $30 and are 
smaller and thinner than the Power Station, also have multi-volt connectors, 
but also a strong work light which could illuminate the op position on those 
dark field-day nights. Richard (WB9LPU) also recommends Target Stores, but he 
found a model that sold for $50. 


5.) Rick (KC8AON) wisely suggests that if you have some specific requirements 
you should at least consider a homebrewed model and he sent along a rather 
complete description of how he built his. I am sure Rick would be glad to 
furnish you a copy, or I will forward one to you if you are interested. Rod 
(KA7YOU) also endorses the "Make your own, and you're more likely to end up 
with what you want" school of thought. 


6.) We have no local Target. The nearest one is in Nashville, 90 miles away, 
but I checked there this morning. (I was there for another reason - I didn't 
drive all that way just to check batteries.) I found a $50 model. It was a 
lead/acid model and did not have a charge-limiter. They also had a lighter 
duty 5 amp/hr lead/acid model in a cloth pouch for carrying. It cost around 
$30, but I did not find the Great Land Power Source. The clerks didn't seem 
to know what I was talking about (not unusual for me) and thought perhaps it 
had been discontinued. 


7.) Wal-Mart didn't even come close. All they had was a GIANT $199 model that 


would have been best carried in a large military weapons carrier and used for 
arc welding. (For Lo! I exaggerate a trifle.) 


8.) K-Mart had two models available. One on sale for $69+ but it was also a 
lead/acid battery, no charge-limiter, idiot lights, heavy, and carried two 
large jumper cables. It was obviously designed for jump-starting a car. And 
they had a smaller (yellow) model at $39.95. Again, lead/acid, idiot lights, 
no charge limiter. Both these units carried heavy warnings about 
over-charging and admonished the user to recharge every two months, but be 
careful, lest the battery be damaged. 


9.) My conclusions, if anyone is interested, is that I would PROBABLY pursue 
the Target's Great Land Power Source, at least to the point of checking it 
out. But I can't do that because there is no Target located close by where I 
can either check one out or buy one. Also, if something went wrong with it, 
there is no place to return it. SO. . . I think I will end up with the Power 
Station from the Ham Contact, paying them $49.95 plus $10.50 s&h for the 
package, including cables and a wall-connector. Is that the best there is out 
there? I don't know, but it looks as though it is at least acceptable. 


If you want more details from any of the responses I received, please let me 
know. I'll be happy to help however I can.
